SUMMARY: VENEZUELA'S OIL PRODUCTION DROPS. GUAYANESE 
FOREIGN MINISTER WILLS ARRIVES IN VENEZUELA FOR 
TALKS. COPEI LEADS OPPOSITION AGAINST PROPOSED 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT THAT WOULD BROADEN THE 
POLITICAL RIGHTS OFNATUR ALTZF.D VENEZUELANS. 

SOVIET DELEGATION VISITS VENEZUELA. CALDERA AND 
BETANCOURT JOINTLY REAFFIRM THEIR CAMPAIGN ROLES. 

1 . VENEZUELA'S OIL PRODUCTION DROPS. 

CRUDE OIL PRODUCTION DROPPED TO 1.96 MILLION 
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BARRELS PER DAY FOR THE WEEK ENDING NOVEMBER 23, 

THE LOWEST WEEKLY AVERAGE SINCE THE EARLY MONTHS 
OF 1976. THE DECLINE IS ATTRIBUTED PRIMARILY 
TO DIFFICUTLIES IN SELLING RESIDUAL FUEL OIL, 

VENEZUELA'S PRINCIPAL OIL PRODUCT EXPORT, WHICH 
IS CONSIDERED TO BE OVERPRICED BY MAJOR BUYERS. 

IF PRODUCTION REMAINS AT ABOUT THIS LEVEL THROUGH 
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THE MONTH OF DECEMBER, WHICH NOW APPEARS LIKELY, 

AVERAGE PRODUCTION FOR THE YEAR WILL BE IN THE 
2.25 MILLION B/D RANGE. WHILE THIS IS ONLY 2 PERCENT 
BELOW THE GOV'S TARGET FOR THE YEAR, IT REPRESENTS 
A LOSS OF ABOUT $200 MILLION IN FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
EARNINGS. 

2. GUAYANESE FOREIGN MINISTER WILLS ARRIVES IN 
VENEZUELA FOR TALKS. 

GUAY ANA'S FOREIGN MINISTER FRED WILLS ARRIVED 
NOVEMBER 30 IN CARACAS TO BEGIN THREE DAYS OF 
TALKS WITH GOVE OFFICIALS, INCLUDING PRESIDENT 
PEREZ, FON MIN SIMON ALBERTO CONSALVI AND CONGRESS 
PRESIDENT GONZALO BARRIOS. WILL'S PARTY INCLUDES 
GUAYANESE ATTORNEY GENERAL MOHAMED SHABUDDEN, 

MINISTRY OF FINANCE DIRETOR W. MURRY, FOREIGN 
OFFICE POLICY ANALYST L. SEARWAR AND SEVERAL 
REPRESENTATIVES OF GUYOIL. GUYANA'S OIL ENTERPRISE. 

COMMENT: WE EXPECT TALKS TO CENTER ON THE VENEZUELAN- 
GUYANA BORDER DISPUTE. PRESIDENT PEREZ HAS REITERATED 
HIS DESIRE, MOST RECENTLY IN HIS TALKS WITH SECRE- 
TARY VANCE (REF CARACAS 1 1457) TO RESOLVE THE BORDER 
DISPUTE BEFORE HE LEAVES OFFICE. TO THIS END, 

PEREZ IS APPARENTLY PREPARED TO PRESENT A NEW PROPO- 
SITION FOR TERRITORIAL ADJUSTMENTS AND ALSO PROPOSE 
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A JOINT DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR THE NAZERUNI REGION 
TO FON MIN WILLS. END COMMENT. 

3. COPEI LEADS OPPOSITION AGAINST PROPOSED CONSTITU- 
TIONAL AMENDMENT THAT WOULD BROADEN THE POLITICAL 
RIGHTS OF NATURALIZED VENEZUELANS. 

THE ACCION DEMOCRATICA (AD) PARTY INTRODUCED A CON- 
STITUTIONAL AMENDMENT BEFORE TH CONGRESS ON NOVEMBER 28 
THAT WOULD EXTEND THE POLITICAL RIGHTS OF NATURALIZED 
VENEZUELAN CITIZENS. THIS AMENDMENT WOULD ALLOW 
NATURALIZED CITIZENS TO BE ELECTED OR APPOINTED TO 
ALL GOVERMENT OFFICES EXCEPT THOSE OF THE PRESIDENCY, 

CONGRESSIONAL PRESIDENCY AND VICE PRESIDENCY, THE 
SUPREME COURT PRESIDENCY, THE MINISTRIES OF DEFENSE, 

FOREIGN RELATIONS AND INTERIOR, AND CERTAIN HIGH 
POSITIONS WITHIN THE ARMED FORCES. PASSAGE OF 
THE AMENMENT REQUIRES TWO-THIRDS APPROVAL OF 
BOTH HOUSES OF THE CONGRESS AND ALL THE STATE 
LEGISLATURES. AD WHICH LAIMS THAT IT IS ONLY FUL- 
FILLING A CAMPAIGN PROMISE MADE BY PRESIDENT PEREZ 
FOUR YEARS AGO FACES A STIFF BATTLE FOR RATIFICATION 
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OF THE AMENDMENT. WHILE AD HOLDS A MAJORITY IN 
BOTH HOUSES, THE RULES OF THE POLITICAL GAME IN 
VENEZUELA REQUIRE THE COOPERATION OF THE OTHER 
PARTIES OR, AT LEAST, THE COPEI PARTY. ON THIS 
ISSUE, HOWEVER, ALL OF THE OPPOSITION PARTIES LED 
BY COPEI HAVE DECLARED THIER INTENTION TO VOTE 
AGAINST THE AMDNMENT. COPEI LEADERS ISSUED A 
STATEMENT THAT SAID THEIR PARTY AGREES IN SUBSTANCE 
WITH THE AMENDMENT BUT THAT THE TIMING OF IT IS 
INOPPORTUNE. THEY CLAIM THAT ITS INTRODUCTION 
BY AD "AT THE LAST MINUTE OF THE LAST LEGISLATIVE 
SESSION OF THE YEAR AND ON THE EVE OF A PRESIDENTIAL 
CAMPAIGN" IS A BLATANT POLITICAL MOVE BY AD AIMED 
AT CAPTURING THE "MATIONALIZADOS"' VOTE IN THE

4. SOVIET DELEGATION VISITS VENEZUELA. 

A FOUR MEMBER DELEGATION OF THE USSR SUPREME SOVIET, 
HEADED BY K.A. KHALILOV,DEPUTY CHAIRMAN OF THE 
SUPREME SOVIET PRESIDIUM. ARRIVED IN CARACAS FOR 
AN OFFICIAL SIX DAY VISIT. OTHER MEMBERS OF THE 
GROUP INCLUDED SUPREME SOVIET DEPUTIES G.P. BOGOMYAKOV, 
V.G. LOMONOSOV, AND N.P. TIMCHUK. THE VISIT IS 
BEING MADE AT THE INVITATION OF THE VENEZUELAN 
NATIONAL CONGRESS, WHICH HAD PREVIOUSLY SENT A 
DELEGATION TO THE SOVIET UNION HEADED BY CONGRESS 
PRESIDENT GONZALO BARRIOS. 
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5. CALDERA AND BETANCOURT JOINTLY REAFFIRM THEIR 
CAMPAIGN ROLES. 

IN A JOINT STATEMENT CARRIED IN THE CARACAS PRESS 
NOVEMBER 30, FORMER PRESIDENTS RAFAEL CALDERA AND 
ROMULO BETANCOURT 1) DENIED THAT THEY HAD EVER 
DISCUSSED THE POSSIBILITY THAT THEY WOULD NUTUALLY 
REFRAIN FROM PARTICIPATING ACTIVELY IN THEIR 
RESPECTIVE PARTY CAMPAIGNS; 2) DENIED FURTHER THAT 
CALDERA HAD EVER DISCUSSED SUCH AN EVENTUALITY 
WITH HIS PARTY COLLEAGUES; AND 3) REAFFIRMED THAT 
THEY WOULD PARTICIPATE IN THE CAMPAIGNS OF THEIR
